A large part of 
Africa is umler their slavery, They are onpressing the freedom-loving 
eitizens of “alaye, They are suppressing the forces of peace, freedom and 
fJemocracy by Joining hands with the United Stetes. They are preparing 
to drag humanity into a war. But liaquat Ali “han an‘ other League leaders 
are etill anreasing the British Imperialists! They say that Ped istan should 
remain in the Commonwealth, They state that the British Commonwealth stands 
for the vretection of veace and freedom, They did not suprort the demand 
in the Pakistan Perliament that British forces should be vithdrawn from 
Yevnt, They are not following an indevendent democratic policy in the United 
Wations. The League's "orelgn “inister, “ir “Mohammad cafrullah, has become 
a camdefoll ower of the Anglo-American blos. Yor instance, Sir Zafruliah 
4if not suprort the pronossal to outlaw the atom bomb, But when the US 
attacted Yorea, our Prime Minister i-mediately announced thet Pakistan 
stents by tre side of the US. Mr. Tiaouat Ali Shan ond oth-r “uslin 
Iengue Ministers have declared in their svecches that Pakisten is prepared 
to Meht Somrunism i.e., Pussia an? Sine, with the USA and Uv, orovided 
these countries help Pakisten, 
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2. As far as this aid is concerned, the TS imperialists openly sey that if any 
country joins them in or-paring for 2 war egeinet Communism, they will azn 
these countriea vith war equipment. But the same US and Britichers do not 
provide us machinery for the industrial developnent of Pakisten, In spite 
of this attitude, the Mus]im League rulers are apyeasing the WS, This 
foreign voliey is not an indevendent but a slavish pol icy. Thi S policy is 
to ‘urn the Pakis‘anis into carmon-fodder in the Anglo-American war, This, 
in brief, is a policy of destruction, 


3. Coming to the internal «ff#irs of Pakistan, we find that Britishers are 
dominating our administrat‘on. General Grecey is gone, but there are 
several other British officers in the Pakistan Army. In the Moreign 
Affairs Devartment, a British Jew, Creagh Coen, 1s a Secretary. Secret 
correspondence 1s done by another Englishman in Fowelgn bffeirs., In the 
Commerce Department, the key man is a Britisher, “ae®archar, ‘Two British 
officers are Deputy Directors tn Central Intelligence Bureau. Inspectors 
General Police of the Frontier *rovinee and Sind are Tnglistmen. The 
maneger of the Perth Western Rallway is also a Britisher, 


4. Have the L-ague leaders, who denounee their opvonents es traitors, asked 
the Pritishers whether they ae loyal to Pakisten ar to British imperielion ? 
Insterd, they do not hesitate to send thelr own countrymen like Mirza 
Mohamad Tbrahim, Khuchhal “han Yhattak, Ataullen Jahanien, Abdul Khaliq 
Agad, Sobho Glarchandani, Col. “atee? Afghani, and other competriots behind 
bars. They do not feel ashamed for issuing arrest wasrants against Sajjad 
Zaheer, Shaukat Ali, Chaudhry Aslem ani Aodul Aziz ~ patriots, who have devoted 
their lives to achieve frecdom for their ccurtry and rights for laborers end 
farmers, Buf they seek the friendship of Britain, which enslaved our counts 
Sven today, British companies, British banks and British capitalists dominate 
our country. Volkert Brothers, Halli Brothers , Imperial Tobacco Company, 
Imperial Chemical Company, shipping companies, Attock C11 Company, Burmah- 
Shell, Acsoclated Cement and British owners of tea gardens are all exploitirg 
our country, League leaders, instead of stonving this exploitation, are 
inviting the British and S canitalists to invest capital in Pakistan se 
that they may consclidate their exploitation. They do not realize that 
Pakistan's industries ave in a state of decay. Factory owners are going 
bankrupt and thousands of laborers and workers are unemployed. But the 
League vursues the policy of dumping forsign goede in thie country. They 
care not at all for their own industry, or their own country,

the British by immorting their cloth worth Rupees 100 Crores? Can ve not 
manufacture cigarettes and Biris fn Pakistan? Can we net run ofl companies 
and tea gardens? Why hand over crores of rupees to the British? Britein 
owes us crores of rupees which were borrowed under duress daring the lest. 
war, But, today, they refuse to return that money. They reduce thess 
balances on some pretext ov other, The fact remains that Lesgue leaders 
revresent can‘talists, landlor’s and nawabs.

But thece 
oromises were broken. Thousends of railwaymen were thrown out of employment. 
When there was a nominal] increase in their wages, the laborers protested. 
The result was that labor union leaders were arrested, League hire tngs 
tried to disruvt labor ranks and intimidated the workers with the help of 
the police, 


7. The Leaguers do not want workers to claim housing facilities, old age pensions, 
or subsistance allowances during unemployment. They support tho owners of 
factories in the fight betweer labor and capital, even if they are 
Pakistanis, It does not matter mich to tha League leaders even if 
laborerg dle of starvation, while ferelgn sapitelicts f4111 their col fore 
This is the labor policy of the Leaguers, 
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Vhat Have the Leaguers Done for the farmers? 


Ieping the last three years, big landlords and jagirdars have been ousting 
the farmers from their lands. But the League 'nistries always supported 
the landicrés and jagirdars, Yllegal gratification continued. But League 
Ministers and officers did not intervenes, In frontier Province and Sind, 
League 'Mnisters anrounced that they are in favor or abolishing the 
jagirdari system, A »ill was elso passed in the Frontier Province. But 
the farmers in that province shall have to pay a avy price for becouing 
owners of lends as only ancestral agrimlturists are allowed to become 
proprietors by paying a nominal compensation. But they arc very faw in 
nunbders; only one percent; so also in Sind, it was proposed +o abolish the 
jJagirijari system, But the very proposal come to an end,

oust the Haris, Wot only the jagirders, landlords and khans but also the 
Leaguers have been exploiting the farmers. Foreign capitalists have been 
dumping their commodities in Pakistan, Moreover, sales tax, railway fare, 
end stamp duty have ‘een continuously increasing, The farner is hit hard 
by the fixation of floor prices of cotton and jute. To add to this, there 
is an inerease in corruption. 


What Have the League Leaders Done for the Pakistani Refugess? 


Even today, millions of refugees are tomeless and unemployed. They are 
squattering on the foot-paths of Karachi. Ivacuece property of Hindus and 
Sikhs has been allotted to a few porsonz, Lard was not allotted to 
millions of refugee farmers, and those who received lands are paying heavy 
eash rent, Hence, refugees are suffering. 


What About the Fduceted Class? 


The educated men ere uremployed and homeless. ‘The employees are also suffer~ 
ing as their salaries are being decreased, Smal busine smen and mill-.cumers 
are either losing or becoming bankrupt. During the rule of the Muslim 
Leaguers, education le at a standsti?], while schocl an? college fees are 
inereasing, The salaries of lestiurers and teachers ars so small that they 
cannot maintain their fenitiies, 


Now let us look at our administration, We find corruption and favoritism 

in each an’) every departrent. ‘There is blackmerketing of licenses, allot— 
wents and eovernment contracts, The Central Government hes charged the 
Provincial Ministers and Assembiy members with corruption, bribery, favoritisa 
and inefficieney. League members of the Central Assenbly have to be bribed 
by offering them vrofitable business, Khan Abdul Qayyum “han has adopted the 
same procedure, When this system failed, seven Assembly members weve arrested, 


During the recent elections in She Punjab, Muslim Leegue nominated jegirdars, 
iandilords, I.literates, mionist traitors, cattle-robbers and rogues az the 
representatives of Punjab, Civil liberties have been suppressad! Central 
Sefety Ordinance, Provincial Safety fet, Cind Hur Act, and the Pronticr 
Regulation are enforced to send fredomloving citizens behind bars, Tiree 
newsvavers of the Communist Party have bee banned. Navai-wagt and other 
anti-League newspapers have been suppressed,

salaries, Old-age pensions, unemployment allowances, frec medical aid, 

and housing facilities shovld be granted. Workers and technicians should 
be allowed to organize associations, to hold meetines, to take out proces= 
sions, and to go on strike, 


@. Those taxes whose incidence falls on the people should be abolished 


or reduced, The sales tex should ba abolished Compulsory collection 
of eubscripticns should be stopped. 


h, Foreign factories, workshops, tea gardens and banks should be nationalised. 
4, Yatdonal and patriotic capitalists should be encouraged. 


j. Women should be offered equal democratic rights, Educational and social 
development facilities should be provided toe men and women, 


k, Primary education should be free and comoulsory, Urdy and other 
provincial languages and culture should be developed, 


1. ‘Industrial and agricultural development plans should be formed to 
4nerease production and wealth of the country.
